To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Grafton,  in  the 

County   of   Grafton   in   said    State,   qualified   to   vote   in 

town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 

in   said   Grafton   on   Tuesday,   the    14th   day   of    March, 

next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 

the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  one  or 
more  Road  Agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
act  thereon.

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  short  term  loans  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
town  highways  and  bridges,  including  the  amount  of 
1-4  of  one  per  cent. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  bush- 
es and  railing  embankments. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  aid  for  con- 
struction  of   Class  2  road,  known  as  the   Fourth   New 


Hampshire  Turnpike,  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $607.50  and  receive 
from'  the  State  the  sum  of  $1,214.00,  or  will  accept  State 
aid  for  Class  5  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $607.50  and  receive 
Irom  the  State  the  sum  of  $2,548.70.
